There is an advantage in this aloof- 


ness from the actual conference; be- 


j cause one is not subject to the many 
influences of personality, passion and 
prejudice which surround, inevitably, 
the man on the spot. It was by study 
at my desk that I was able to forecast 
the world war accurately eight months 
in advance, and the end of that war 
eleven, months in advance
